After all the wars that have been fought for liberty, 
democracy and freedom, is not the great toiling mass 
of humanity being exploited as never before? Has 
any war ever freed the workers from his worry of 
how to eke out a living or stopped his robbery by the 
capitalist class? 

“YOUR ENEMIES” 

When the armed American worker faces the 
“enemies” of the ideals for which he is persuaded to 
die, who do these “enemies” turn out to be? None 
others than workers like himself. German, Italian, 
Japanese workers-all in the same boat. They, too, 
are told they must fight to save an ideal or for a 
truth that must be preserved. Why can’t these work- 
ers live together in peace? Why do these workers 
slaughter each other in wars? For the same reason 
that they MUST go to work to produce profits for 
their masters, they must go to war to protect these 
profits.

WHEN WAR ENDS, WHAT THEN ? 

Whether retaining the old or ushering in a new 
“alien” master, YOU are still wage-slaves. The 
GREATER WAR still rages. The Class Struggle be- 
tween the workers and their real enemies, the capitalist 
class, continues unabated, manifesting itself in strikes, 
lock-outs, unemployment, dependant old age and 
poverty. The liberty YOU fought to preserve proves 
to be the liberty to starve in the midst of plenty. 

THE SOLUTION 

Fellow worker, the solution for us is not war, not 
isolation, not collective security but an end to Capital- 
ism, the breeder of wars. Realize that, under Capital- 
ism, wars are inevitable. There are NO solutions to 
OUR problems within this jungle system and its chaos. 
Highly developed machinery and modern science have 
made production a socialized process demanding 
social cooperation. The world has become a closely 
knit unit. The radio, movies and aeroplanes have, in 
effect, destroyed national boundaries. Wars over 
wealth are no longer necessary. Abundance is now 
possible for all. The only solution for OUR problems 
is the common ownership and democratic control 
of the means of living by and in the interest of all 
society. This is Socialism. 

WHAT YOU CAN DO 


Wars are fought — not for shining ideals — but for 
markets, raw materials and economic advantages. Do 
these concern YOU? Not at all! Yet, they are the 
causes of war. They concern the capitalist, class alone. 
For the ruling class in each country, war is tremend- 
ously important. For them, it means expansion or 
extinction as exploiters. But for the workers, war 
means only fields of wooden crosses and shattered 
lives. It means the loss of the very freedom, liberty 
and democracy they are called upon to defend. 


When the great majority of the population, the 
working class, realize that, for them, the only thing 
worth fighting for is Socialism, they will organize 
consciously and politically for this object.
